NEW HAMPSHIRE and tho WHIGS. 

The Whig* are endeavoring to produce the 
impression that their party in New Hampshire 
effected the great change in that State—that 
they were the supporters of Mr. Hale, and 
that the Whigs in this State stand in tbe same 
position. This must he examined. 

When Mr. Hale was repudiated by his for¬ 
mer party, a few thousand Democrats stood 
by him and sustained him for Congress. As 
opposition to slavery had been the cause of 
his rejection, the Lilierty party, amounting to 
some 5000 in tbe State, took up his case, de¬ 
fended him, aided him all in their power, and 
omitted to place a candidate in the field 
against him with tbe understanding that they 
were to vote for him. These voters, with 2 or 
3000 of Mr. Hale’s friends, defeated the elec¬ 
tion. In doing this, the Liberty party aided 
neither of the pro-slavery parties, for Mr. 
Hale was not then a member of either; and 
to them it is owing that he was not hopelessly 
run down at the first trial;—indeed, it is not 
to be supposed that be would have remained 
in the field at all bad there been no Liberty 
party on which to rely, and that glorious rev¬ 
olution would not have been started.

When urged by tbe N. Y. Tribune to take up 
Mr. Hale a* their candidate, some of tbeWhig 
papers of N. Hampshire answered contempt¬ 
uously fo®t lh*y hud good men enough aud 
would not leave them to support "locofocos.” 
They supported their own candidates in all 
eases against Mr. Hale, and at the last trial 
their vote was nearly equal to lhat for Mr. 
Clay in ’44, thus showing that Mr. H. bad no 
help from that quarter. When the Legisla¬ 
ture assembled tbe Wbigs well knew that 
they alone could do nothing, for they had not 
gained a majority of representatives; nod they 
ulso knew that they could not get other par¬ 
ties to vote for Whig Senators to Congress; 
of course they must either support Mr. Hale, 
tbe candidate of the Independent Democrats 
and the Lilierty party, or do nothing; conse¬ 
quently they voted for him. But before do¬ 
ing so an attempt was made to draw him from 
bis groom! ami gain him to Whig policy as of 
superior obligation to Humun Rights, by in¬ 
troducing a resolution to thul effect. 1 his be 
threw from bini as Sampson did tbe “green 
withe*,” and held them to the true principles. 
I here was no hope of keeping down their 
old enemies hut by sustaining anti-slavery 
men ami measures. Under these circumstan¬ 
ce* they have done so, and we hope they will 
do so iu future; but tbut remain* to he tested 
in a general election two years hence.. > 

Should tbe whig* herenfter cleave to the 
party and thereby Hbamlon the ground no* 
taken, the Lilierty party and Independent 
Democrats will remain firm and true to Lib¬ 
erty ami soon carry the Stute over all opposi¬ 
tion.
